ELIMINATION GANE 
OF GOVERNOR AND 
FRANGI A FAILURE 


All Candidates for Democratic 
Gubernatorial Nomination 
Still in Field. 


BARKER TO FIGHT GRAVES 


Senators at St. Joseph Pow- 
wow Fail to Give Indorse- 
ment to Judge. 


By a Staff Correspondent of he 
Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 2.—Complete | 
failure marked the efforts of the 
Francis-Majar-Goltra wing of the Demo- 
cratic party here yesterday to bring 
ebout the elimination of all candidates 
fo. the nomination for Governor with 


the exception of Supreme Judge Waller 
W. Graves. 

They did not succeed in eliminating 
cne candidate, although there is a prob- 
ability that several of the weaker can- 
didates, who have not at any time had 
a chance, may have gathered the drift 
of sentiment, and now will withdraw 
from the race. 

The Francis-Major-Goltra contingent, 
seemingly led by Gov. Major, but ac- 
tually directed by former Gov. Francis. 
has been playing a game in politics 
with two candidates as, its pawns. Sev- 
eral months ago the decision to brng 
about the nomination of Judge Graves 
was reached by this contingent. About 
three weeks ago, it seemed to political 
observers that they had abandoned 
Graves and had decided that Chairi.an 
John M. Atkinson of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission should have the nomi- 
nation. 

Yesterday when Democrats gathered 
from all parts of the State for a get- 
together meeting. they soon learned 
tnat the real purpose was to eliminate 
nearly all the candidates. 

Candidates Divined Purpose. 

The candidates had sensed this in 
advance. Secretary of State Cornel- 
ius Roach was on hand with a large 
retinue of clerks from his office in 
Jefferson City. Chairman Atkinson 
was there. Lieutenant-Governor. 
Painter was on hand, and Judge 
Divelbiss 
political leaders from Ray County to 
look after his interests. Attorney- 
General John T. Barker and Judge 
Graves were the more agtive, how- 
ever. Barker had many of the law- 
yers, who had been retained by him at 
the expense of the State to handle 
ordinary routine matters of his of- 
fice, and others from many parts of 
the State. Judge Graves personally 
was very active. 

The Francis-Major-Goltra faction 
seemingly had decided that they 
wanted the indorsement of Senators 
Stone and Reed and Speaker Clark for 
Graves. There were many confer- 
ences on this in a suite on the parlor 
floor of the Robidoux Hotel. 

It is known that they did not suc- 
ceed in getting any expression favor- 
able to Graves from these leaders. 
Judge Graves for 10 years has been 
with the Folk element of the party. 
He fought Reed when Reed was a 
candidate for the nomination for 
Governor against Folk. He supported 
Francis when Francis opposed Reed 
for the Senatorship. Judge Graves 
for years has been aligned with that 
portion of the party which has fought 
Stone and Stone’s friends. 

All this was remembered and the 
two Senators refused to have any- 
thing to do with Graves’ candidacy. 
Speaker Clark suggested former Gov. 
Dockery for the nomination. This is 
said to have been agreeable to Reed, 
as there have been rumors that Dock- 
ery might try for the Senatorship 
against Reed in 1916. The only trou- 
ble with this plan is that Dockery 
has not been consulted about it. 

Looks Favorable to the Judge. 

Although Judge Graves has not openly 
announced his candidacy, there is little 
doubt that he is a candidate: In reply 
to a question by the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent, he said: 

“I can’t say just what I shall do. 1 
am studying the situation for myself. | 
never take anybody’s word for a po- 
litical condition. It certainly looks very 
favorable to me in this crowd.“ 

The majority sentiment at the St. 
Joseph meeting was for Judge Graves, 
and almost All Democrats feel certain 
he will make the rade. 

Although there is seemingly a strong 
sentiment for Graves, his candidacy is 
causing many party leaders much con- 
cern. Attorney-General Barker has 
openly announced that he will be a can- 
didate, and has as openly stated that 
he will make a State-wide campaign, in 
which he will “open up on Graves.” He 
has even gone so far as to announce 
some of the things he will say ‘about 
Graves, including a most bitter attack 
on Graves’ judicial record and his rec- 
ord as a lawyer from the time he be- 
gan the practice of law in Bates County 
through his term as Circuit Judge there 
and his term as a Supreme Justice. 

If Barker makes the fight on Graves 
that he told a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent he would make, the campaign wil! 
be as bitter as the Folk-Hawes-Reed 
campaign in 194, and more bitter than 
the Reed-Francis campaign of 1908. 

Minor Candidacies Little Discussed. 

The candidacies of Graves, Barker 
and Roach were the only ones discussed 
to any extent In the crowd at the meet- 
ing. There seemed to be little or noth- 
ming said about Atkinson, Fred D. Gard- 
ner, the Rev. Mr. Lindsay of Clinton, 
Judge Frank P. Divelbiss of Richmond

PELTZER’S FORGED 
PAPER MAY TOTAL 
HALF A MILLION 


Kansas City Real Estate Man 
Had Sold Duplicate Deeds of 
Trust for Five Years. 


HEIRS TO PAY CREDITORS 


$432,000 in Life Insurance to 
Be Turned Over by 
His Widow. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 2.—Disclosures to- 
day revealed that the amount of money 
obtained fraudulently by Theodore Pelt- 
zer, who met death by a fall from the 
Scarrett building window Wednesday, 
would run into the hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars and ‘might be beyond 
$500,000. 

The scheme by which he put out dupli- 
cate deeds of trust and fraudulent notes 
constitutes the greatest swindle in real 
estate loans in the history of the city. 
It had been in operation for more than 
five years. 
time he had forged instruments on 
which to negotiate these fraudulent 
loans to the amount of $600,000. 

The most conservative estimate 
placed today on the amount of bad 
paper“ now outstanding in the hands 
of Kansas City investors was 3300, 000. 
Expert accountants are now at work on 
the books of the company. Peltzer’s at- 
torney today admitted that fraud had 
Leen disclosed. 

Many widows and orphans hold 
fraudulent paper in amounts ranging 
from $2000 up to as much as $40,000, 
while some of the most discreet busi- 
ness men and heaviest investors in 
the city also have some of it. Pelt- 
zer largely placed this paper among 
the men who knew him and associ- 
ated with him from day to day in 
business circles.

Mrs. Mattie Peltzer, the widow, ' 
said she would retain only the acci- 
dent insurance policies amounting to 
885.000 for herself. It is belleved, 
however, that she and the other heirs, 
will have a balance left out of the 
estate when all claims are paid. 

The system used by Peltzer to earry 
out his gigantic fraud had been care- 
fully conceived and planned. The legi- 
timate business handled by the Peltzer 
Investment Co. was large so that the 
fraudulent paper put out was carried 
along with it with little trouble. 

Peltzer was known for his fondness 
for system in his business. He carried 
this so far that he kept a separate en- 
try in his books for all the duplicate 
deeds of trust and fraudulent notes that 
had been put out. The entries show that 
the total amount of this paper, covering 
a period of several years, was more 
than $600,000. Some of that represented 
duplications—for example when a note 
came in for payment, a new one was 
executed and the new note added to the 
total. Loans, too, could not be made 
for the full value of the security. Al- 
ready a list of. more than $150,000 in 
money that Peltzer obtained by these 
fraudulent instruments has been com- 
riled. 

Every hour, lawyers and tinvestiga- 
tors are turning up more of the bad 
raper. Most of the victims find that 
they have some good paper along with 
the spurious. Based upon the entries 
showing that $600,000 of fraudulent in- 
struments had been negotiated, the 
estimate is that the amount of money 
.btained by fraud will approach a half 
a million dollars. 

Account in Brother's Name. 

By a pecullar coincidence, Peltzer kept 
the entries of his paper in his books 
under the name of “Herman Peltzer.“ 
his brother. The brother was the most 
amazed person on earth, it was said 
today, when he was shown the entries 
and was told what they revealed. 

By keeping entries of all the bad 
paper he put out Peltzer was able to 
meet the tnterest charges and when the 
notes became due he would notify the 
holders and either pay them from 
money on hand or execute new notes 
and continue the fraud.

William Capalla. 30 years old, a jan- 
itor at the downtown Postoffice in the 
Federal Building at Ninth and Olive 
streets, caused policemen and postoffice 
inspectors to hurry to the Postmaster's 
office there this morning when he re- 
ported that he nad been bound and 
iriprisoned by an armed robber. 

Capalla ran into the corridor from the 
Postmaster’s office at the southwes* 
corner of the building at 8:10 a m., 
calling for help. F. A. Adams, a watch- 
man, ran into the Postmaster’s office 
and found a window open on the Olive 
street front. 

That's where he got out,” said Ca- 
palla. Adams telephoned for policemen 
and a whole squad of them responded. 

Capalla said he went into the Post- 
master’s office at 7:40 a. m., carrying 
a large bottle of filtered water on his 
shoulder. As he entered the room, he 
said, a man jumped from behind a door, 
leveled a revolver at him and com- 
manded him to throw up his hands. 

Policemen and postoffice inspectors 
were curlously interested in the psycho- 
logical situation presented by this phase 
of the janitor’s story. The janitor said 
he lifted the heavy bottle from his 
shoulder and set it on the floor, then 
held up his hands. 

His police questioners thought it would 
have been no more than natural for 
Capalla to drop anything he was carry- 
ing, if he were so suddenly confronted 
by an armed robber. In most cases they 
agreed that a man so startled would in 
stinctively have released his hold on 
whatever he might be carrying and let 
it fall to the floor. Capalla’s only ex- 
planation was that he set the bottle 
down because he didn’t want to break it. 

Forced Him Into Wardrobe. 

Getting past the water bottle, he con- 
tinued his narrative with the statement 
that the man with the _ revolver 
then said something about it being pay- 
day at the postoffice and asked him 
when the cashier would arrive with the 
money. The cashier’s office adjoins the 
Postmaster’s on the north. 

The man, Capalla said, then took two 
ropes. With these he tied Capalla’s 
ends and feet. tne sanitor said, and 
forced him to get into a wardrode 
which stood in the middle of the room. 
Foor painters had teen working in the 
cffice and all of the furniture had been 
rushed to the center. 

In order to get into the wardrobe it 
was necessary to step up about 18 
inches. When asked how he did this 
when bound with ropes. Capalla said: 
“He didn’t have me tied so tight.“ 

“Wiggied’ Himself Free. 

Capalla said that after being put 
in the wardrobe he “wiggied’’ until 
he freéd himself from the ropes and 
then forced open the wardrobe door. 

The window which was found open 
was the second one from Ninth street 
on the Olive street side. It has a 
wide ledge along which it would be 
possible for a person to walk to the 
steps leading from the main entrance 
of the building. That was the way the 
robber escaped, Capalla said. 

No one except Capalla saw any rob- 
ber. When Adams, the watchman, en 
tered the room no one was in sight.

Gérman Military Attache and 
Prince von Hatzfeldt Stop Off

Capt. Franz von Papen, military at- 
tache of the German embassy, whose 
reference to “idiotic Yankees’’ in a let- 
ter found on James F. J. Archibald, has 
made it likely that he will be recalled by 


Germany, voluntarily, or at the request 
of the United States Government, passed 
through St. Louis today on his way 
from San Francisco to Washington.

FRENCH DRIVE t BEGUN ON 
WIDE: FRONT IN EFFORT TO 
STRAIN WHOLE GERMAN LINE 


Correspondent Declares That the Great Offen- 
sive Is On— 250,000 Shells a Day Costing 
$4,000,000, Used in First Attack.

PARIS, Oct. 2.—The apparent slacken- 
ing of the French drive at the German 
center in Champagne and Artois hasn't 
by any means. dissipated the perjl con- 
fronting the Kaiser's troops. 

Taken in conjunction, the various as- 

pects of the present situation, as they 
have been revealed to me, make it pos- 
sible. to prophesy with the utmost as- 
surance that the great French offenr 
sive has only just begun. 
The width of the fronts upon which 
the advance is progressing—about 16 
miles at each of the two sectors—is the 
result of minute calculation by the 
French general staff. Its strategists 
decided that on this width, which is 
wreater than that covered by any pre- 
vious advance on the western front, the 
Germans would find it impossible to 
mass a sufficient defensive force with- 
out straining to the breaking point the 
remainder of their line. 

To provide the shell power is the mili- 
tary administration's greatest task. I 
can state positively that 250,000 shells 
every 24 hours, at a cost of exceeding 
$4,000,000, is a conservative estimate of 
the expenditure by the French artillery 
for days preceding the first attack. 

Amnmiunition Supply Problem. 

Obviously, it impossible to store 
within reach of the batteries a sup- 
ply of shells for their initial needs. Cet 
the nearest mathematician to figure 
cut how many trains, motor trucks, 
men and hours are required for trans- 
porting the daily supply of explosives 
and steel, and vou will understand scme- 
thing of the problem of shell power. 

Hand in hand with the transport of 
munitions runs the complicated business 
of moving forward behind the infantry 
the thousands upon thousands of guns, 
hundreds, of which must be carried on 
specially laid railways. Again, there 
is the necessity of supplementing the 
artillery preparation by aerial destruc- 
tion of the Germans’ vantage point be- 
hind the lines.

The use to which aeroplanes are be- 
ing put in this respect forms an en- 
tirely new development in modern of- 
fensive science. The crippling of the 
Germans’ means of communication 
through systematic bombarding of their 
railroads, bridgeheads, commissary de- 
pots, telegraph and telephone head- 
quarters, and even their troop trains, 
by the flying corps, is as necessary 4 
forerunner to the French advance as 
the curtain of fire.“ 

While these maneuvers are going on 
at their backs and above their heads, 
the infantrymen have a ticklish little 
job of their own which the French 
‘“poilu” calls “sweeping up what sifted 
through the sieve, and which means 
silencing for g90d dozens of little re- 
doubts, concrete bloékhouses and forti- 
fied farm buildings left with their still 
dangerous defender® in the wake cf 
the advancing wav. 

Miniature Sieges Necessary. 

Miniature sieges often are necessary 
to reduce such strongholds, and at sev- 
eral points along the Vimy ridge in 
Artois, and on the hillocks north of 
Massiges in Champagne, these by-prod- 
ucts of the main battle are still in full 
bloom. 


That is why the French are still tak- 
ing scores of prisoners and one Still 
hears of consolidating our new posi- 
tions. How important is this con- 
solidation on the Arras front was ex- 
plained to me by a staff officer, who 
pointed out that the occupation of the 
crest of the Vimy ridge permits the 
French to dominate the whole plateau 
sweeping away to Douai. 

Douai, which stands

Rubber, Oils aud Tobacco. 

“Re-exports of rubber from the United 
Kingdom to Scandinavia and The Neth- 
erlands declined from 17,726 centals of 
100 pounds in January-May, 1914, to 16,8693 
centals in January-May, 1910. 

“On the other hand, exports of rubber 
from the United States to the same 
destination increased from 1579 centals 
to 5040 centals. Larger re-exports of 
rubber to the United States from this 
country have indeed taken place, but 
ull other re-exports of rubber have de- 
clined during this period. 

(Statistical table omitted.) 

“It will therefore be seen that this 
country has actually been supplying 
more rubber to the United States at 
the expense of other neutrals, while 
American exporters have taken advan- 
tage of this to ship increased quantities 
of rubber to Scandinavia and The Neth- 
erlands. 

„In the case of lubricating oils, the 
increase of United Kingdom exports to 
Scandinavia and Holland was 703, 370 
gallons. The increase of the United 
States exports during the same five 
months was 3,857,593 gallons, being five 
times as great as the British increase. 

“The increase in the re-export of un- 


ikjngdom to the same countries and over 
the same period was 2,937,244 pounds; 
the corresponding United States increase 
was 6,801,648 pounds. The British in- 
crease is mainly due to the diversion 
of tobacco grown in the British domin- 
ions from Continental to United King- 
dom ports. The exports of manufar- 
tured tobacco from the United Kingdom 
have actually declined, while exports of 
this commodity from the’ United States 
to Scandinavia and The Netherlan@s 
have hitherto been relatively insignifi- 
cant. It is therefore altogether improb- 
able that the United States can have 
lost trade in tobacco in consequence of 
the measures taken by his majesty’s 
Government. 

Cocoa, Coffee and Rice. 
“United Kingdom re-exports of cocoa 
have risen from 2,976,148 pounds in Jan- 
uary-May, 1914, to 14,504,013 pounds in 
January-May, 1915, an increase in round 
numbers of 11,500,000 pounds. Exports 
from the United States for the same 
months have risen from 12,300 pounds in 
1914 to 16,016,000 pounds in 1915, an in- 
crease of 16,000,000 pounds. These figures 
epeak for themselves. 

‘In the first five months of 1914 the 
United Kingdom re-exports of coffee to 
the same countries amounted to 80,407 
hundredweight and the exports from 
the United States to 7376 hundredweight. 
ln the corresponding five months of 1915 
the United, Kingdom re-exports were 263,- 
488 hundredweight, while the imports 
from the United States were 285,760 hun- 
dredweight, showing that the United 
States exports, which were formerly 
much less, are now greater than those 
of the United Kingdom. 

‘In the case of rice, the increased re- 
export from the United Kingdom, which 
amounted to 188,468 hundre@weight for 
the period under review, was entirely 
due to the diversion to the United King- 
dom ports of the large trade in Indian 
rice formerly carried through Hamburg 
and other Continental ports.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Sept. 29, via London, 
Oct. 2.—Hope is dwindling here that the 
Balkan situation will be settled peace- 
fully. The impression is gaining groun! 
that Bulgaria, by retracing her steps, 
would invite a situation which might be 
come dangerous after the war. 

The only means for the prevention of 
a Balkan war, in the opinion of high 
authorities in Sofia, seems to be the im- 
mediate cession by Servia to Bulgaria of 
the uncontested zone in Macedonia 
without reservation, and an acknowledg 
ment of Bulgaria’s right to occupy the 
zone forthwith. 

The Greek Minister 
Naoum, said today that Greece did not 
covet Bulgarian territory and that the 
object of Greek mobilization was mere- 
ly to protect the frontier. Regarding the 
treaty between Greece and Servia, Min- 
ister Naoum said: 5 

“Like every treaty, it consists of 
words, and it is circumstances which 
give meaning to words. That is to say, 
words have the sense you give them 
according to circumstances.”’ 


17 AIR COMBATS 
ON BRITISH FRONT 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—There ‘was no 
change yesterday in the situation on 
the British front ih the western theater 
of the war, according to an official re- 
port from Field Marshal Sir John 
French, Commander in Chief of the Brit- 
ish army in the field. 

The communication from Field Mar- 
shal French, which bore the date of 9:18 
o'clock Friday evening, was given out 
by the British War Office as follows: 

“Ont the th the enemy made several 
attacks on our positions northwest ‘of 
Hulluch. Severe fighting continued al! 
day, with the result that we maintained 
all our positions, e&cept on the extreme 
left, where the enemy gained about 150 
yards of a trench. Our position has 
been firmly consolidated. The hostile 
counter-attacks have now weakened. 

“On the afternoon of the 29th, near 
Hooge, the enemy fired a mine under 
our trenches south of the Menin road, 
gaining a footing in our front line. 
Counter attacks delivered on the 30th re- 
covered all but a small portion of the 
trench lost. 

„Today there has been no change in 
the situation on our front. 

“During the last seven days our air- 
craft have been very active, Seventeen 
air combats are reported, in only one of 
which was a British machine worsted. 
A German machine was brought down 
inside our lines. Yesterday attacks were 
made on the railway in the hostile area 
The main lines are known to have been 
damaged in 15 different places. Five, 
and probably six, trains were partly 
wrecked and the locomotive sheds at 
Valenciennes were set afire. Consider- 
able interference thus has been caused 
to the German railroad organization.”

The Rev. J. L. Finley, Methodist 


Circuit Walker, Attends 
Conference Here. 


TOO POOR TO HAVE HORSE 

He Gave Up Sawmill Business, 

in Which He Made More Money, 
to Answer Gospel Call. 


One member in the St. Louis Methodist 
conference which is meeting ia the 
Grace Methodist Church walks a hun 
dred miles a week in order to carry the 
Gospel to the members of eight churches 
in the foothills of the Ozarks. 

He is the Rev. J. L. Finley, of Bol 
linger and Madison counties. He is the 
spiritual director of eight chapels on 
two circuits, neither of which could af- 
ford to support a minister. 

While Brother Finley’—as he is 
known-—Is technically a ‘“‘cireuit rider.“ 
in reality he is a circuit walker, as he 
is too poor to provide the luxury of a 
norse, although his people promise him 
one for next year. On his salary of $400 
rer annum he supports a wife and four 
children. 


He makes the circuit of his eight 
churches in two weeks, and sometimes 
in one week by preaching almost every 
night and three times on Sunday. A 
pair of stout, neavy shoes are worn out 
nearly every two months, and have to 
be resoled at least once each three 
weeks. 

Daily Walk 12 Miles. 

His daily walk averages about 12 
inlles,.gand he is a well-known figure 
in the countryside, trudging along with 
his Bible under his arm. To a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he told of hig work 
in the Ozark region. é 

For years he was a saw mill proprie- 
tor, making more money than now. 
Then he entered the ministry. 

The Master called me—I had to go,” 
he said simply. 
for the Master needed me in his vine- 
yard.”’ 

For the past seven years he has been 
serving the mountaineers. A year ago 
he was given his present circuits. He 
says he doesn’t mind the walk—it’s good 
exercise, and keeps him healthy. Be- 
sides, he is making friends for himself 
and his Master along the wayside. 

About 40 Members to Church. 

His churches average about forty 
members. And some have as low as 
25 members. A day in the week is set 
aside for each church, and the word is 
epread over the surrounding region that 
he is coming.

$19,250,000 DAMAGES FROM 
RIOTS IN MOSCOW IN JUNE 


392 Persons Were Killed, and There 
Were 61 Incendiary Fires Accord- 
ing to Official Report. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press, 
MOSCOW, Sept. 15.—The three months 


that has elapsed since the riots in Mos- 
cow of June 9-12 has not lessened the 
impression made upon the public mind. 
A final report of the city administra- 
tion has now been submitted to the 
Durna. In person or property several 
hundred individuals were injured. 

Among those injured were 113 German 
or Austrian subjects, 189 Russians with 
foreign names or subjects of neutral or 
allied Governments, afd 90 Russians 
with Russian names. There were 61 in- 
cendtary fires. The property damages as 
estimated by the city authorities 
amounted to 30,506,623 ruble, about $19,- 
250,000, of which only about 6,000,000 ru- 
bles fell on German and Austrian sub- 
jects. In addition losses of indefinite 
amounts not yet reported or estimated, 
were sustained by 122 business firms and 
o householders. The Government is to 
be questioned as to its intentions with 
respect to indemnifying those who have 
suffered. 

The explanation of the rioting proba- 
bly is to be found in the growth during 
the last 15 years of a hand-to-mouth 
urban population. ;

BROTHER-IN-LAW

Frank Mueller Shoots Ferdinand 
Stoff After Fist Fight in 
Yard of Home. 


lerdinand Stoff. 2% years old, of 2840 
Texas avenue, shot in the head last 
night by his brother-in-law, Frank 
Mueller, % years old. following a fist 
fight which grew out of a quarrel over 
a bull pup, died from his wounds at 
the city hospital at 2:6 a. m. today. 

Mueller had lived at the Stoff home 
for three years, and he and Stoff were 
the best of friends.

Mrs. Stoft's Story. 

Mrs. Stoff told this story of the 
trouble to the reporters this morning: 
Mueller hit Stoff the first blow, while 
in the back yard of the place. after 
complaining that he had always treated 
Stoff right, and that he was not now 
being treated right himself. The two 
men fought for a few minutes,. and 
Mueller went into the house, while 
Stoff-remained in the yard with the 
pups. . 

Mueller went to his room, very angry, 
and then went to the back door and 
shouted at Stoff: “Come on out into 
the street.“ 

Stoff accepted the challenge for a 
finish fight, and as he started to go into 
the house, Mueller went to the front 
door, and held the screen open, having 
his back against it. Stoff walked 
througfi the house, and as he stepped 
1 the door onto the granitoid walk 
in front, Mueller fired twice, one bul-" 
let striking Stoff in the head. Stoff 
fell, and Mueller leaped out of the door 
and ran down the street to the home 
of his sister, Mrs. Pauline Years, 3840 
Texas avenue. 

He threw the revolver into the yard 
of a neighbor, Mrs. Julia Enoo, 3836 
Texas avenue. He was arrested it 
the home of his sister by the police. 

Had Never Quarreled Before. 

At the Wyoming street police station, 

where he is held, Mueller said that 
during the three years he had lived at 
the Stoff home, he and his brother-in- 
law had never before had a quarrel. Hs 
said that Stoff hit him on the chin, and 
his stepson, Otto, 21 years old, attacked 
him at the same time. He got away 
from them, he said, and went into the 
touse and got his revolver. The step- 
son fired one shot at him, he said, be- 
fore he fired at Stoff. He said he great 
ly regretted that his brother-in-law was 
dead. 

Mrs. Stoff said that she would not aid 
Mueller, who is her half-brother, be- 
cause, she insisted, he was in the wrong. 
Mueller is an ice puller at the Anheuser- 
Busch plant, and Stoff was an ice and 
cos! dealer, having his office at his rest 
dence. 


GOVERNOR OF PARIS HONORED 
FOR PART IN BATTLE OF MARNE 


He Is Favorably Mentioned in Of- 
ficial Journal for Facilitating 
Troop Movement. 

PARIS, Oct. 2.—The part played by 
Gen. J. S. Gallieni, Military Governor 
of Paris, in the critical events of Sep- 
tember, 1914, when the Germans were 
approaching the city, won him recog- 
nition in the way of citation in the 
army orders published in the Official 
Journal today. Gen. Gallien! is cited for 
“contributing by information he re- 
ceived toward determining the direc- 
tion taken (on Sept. 4, 1914) by the right

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2—Official rca- 
ports to the American Government a- 
nouncing that successful methods c-: 


dealing with the submarine had been de- 
veloped by Great Britain are being va 
fully studied because of their possi 
bearing on the American naval policy 

These reports assert that at least » 
and possibly 70 German submarines ane 
been destroyed by the new methods. 

It is also declared the British Admira! 
ty is not only confident that it has 
crushed the German war zone campaig" 
but that, unless the submarine is mace 
more effective, it will not in the future 
prove the menace it has been to com 
merce and war fleets. 

The destruction of the fiftieth subma- 
rine was celebrated recently by Govern- 
ment officials at a dinner in London. 
although reports of the affair apparentiy 
were suppressed by the censor because 
of the British policy of keeping Ger. 
many in doubt as to the number of un- 
dersea craft destroyed. 

Although every effort has been made 
to keep secret the means employed, the 
American Government has been advise! 
as tq the principal methods. These op- 
erations include the use of a submarine 
telerhone for detecting the U-boat’s ap- 
proach; huge nets for capturing subma- 
rines; a special type of mine destroyer 
and armed trawlers for hunting sub- 
marines; fast sea-going boats armen 
with guns and aeroplanes for discover 
ing submarines.

The Rev. J. L. Finley, Methodist 
Circuit Walker, Attends 
Conference Here. 


TOO POOR TO HAVE HORSE 


He Gave Up Sawmill Business, 
in Which He Made More Money, 
to Answer Gospel Call. 

One member in the St. Louis Methodist 
conference which is meeting in the 
Grace Methodist Church walks a hun 
dred miles a week in order to carry the 
Gespel to the members of eight churches 

in the foothills of the Ozarks. 

He is the Rev. J. L. Finley, of Bol 
linger and Madison counties. He is the 
spiritual director of eight chapels on 
two circuits, neither of which could af- 
ford to support a minister. 

While. Brother Finley”—as he is 
known—ils technically a ‘‘cireuit rider.“ 
in reality he is a circuit walker, as he 
is too poor to provide the luxury of a 
norse, although his people promise him 
one for next year. On his salary of $400 
per annum he supports a wife and four 
children. 

UHe makes the circuit of his eight 
churches in two weeks, and sometimes 
in one week by preaching almost every 
night and three times on Sunday. A 
pair of stout, neavy shoes are worn out 
nearly every two months, and have to 
be resoled at least once each three 
weeks. 

Daily Walk 12 Miles. - 

His daily walk averages about 12 
miles, and he is a well-known figure 
in the countryside, trudging along with 
his Bible under his arm. To a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he told of hig work 
in the Ozark region. | 

For years he was a saw mill proprie- 
tor, making more money than now. 
Then he entered the ministry. 

The Master called me—I had to go,“ 
he said simply. Ne credit is due me, 
for the Master needed me in his vine- 
yard.”’ 

For the past seven years he has been 
serving the mountaineers. A year ago 
he was given his present circuits. He 
says he doesn’t mind the walk—it’s good 
exercise, and keeps him healthy. Be- 
sides. he is making friends for himself 
and his Master along the wayside. 

About 40 Members to Church. 

His churches average about forty 
members. And some have as low as 
26 members.

$19,250,000 DAMAGES FROM 
RIOTS IN MOSCOW IN JUNE 


392 Persons Were Killed and ‘There 
Were 61 Incendiary Fires Accord- 
ing to Official Report. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Sept. 15.—The three months 


that has elapsed since the riots in Mos- 
cow of June 9-12 has not lessened the 
impression made upon the public mind. 
A final report of the city administra- 
tion has now been submitted to the 
Duma. In person or property several 
hundred individuals were injured. 
Among those injured were 113 German 
or Austrian subjects, 189 Russians with 
foreign names or subjects of neutral or 
allied Governments, ahd 90 Russians 
with Russian names. There were 61 in- 


estimated by the city authorities 
amounted to 30,506,623 ruble, about $19,- 
250,000, of which only about 6,000,000 ru- 
bles fell on German and Austrian sub- 
jects. In addition losses of indefinite 
amounts not yet reported or estimated, 
were sustained by 122 business firms and 
bo householders.

Frank Mueller Shoots Ferdinand 
Stoff After Fist Fight in 
Yard of Home. 


l‘erdinand Stoff. 3% years old, of 20 
shot in the head last 
night by his brother-in-law, Frank 
Mueller, 36 years old, following a Gist 
fight which grew vut of a quarrei over 
a bull pup, died from his wounds at 
the city hospital at 2:45 a. m. today. 

Mueller had lived at the Stoff home 
for three years, and he and Stoff were 
the best of friends. Stoff recently 
bought two pedigreed bull pups, and 
Mueller wished to take one of them up 
the street to show it to a friend who 
wanted to buy a dog. Stoff objected, 
saying that the customer should come 
to the house to see the pup, as it was 
too valuable to be taken away. 

Mrs. Stoff’s Story. 

Mrs. Stoff told this story of the 
trouble to the reporters this morning: 
Mueller hit Stoff the first blow, white 
in the back yard of the place, after 
complaining that he had always treated 
Stoff right, and that he was not now 
being treated right himself. The two 
men fought for a few minutes, and 
Mueller went into the house, while 
Stoff remained in the yard with the 
pups. : 

Mueller went to his room, very angry, 
and then went to the back door and 
shouted at Stoff: “Come on out into 
the street.“ 

Stoff accepted the challenge for a 
finish fight, and as he started to go into 
the house, Mueller went to the front 
door, and held the screen open, having 
his back against it. Stoff walked 
through the house, and as he stepped 

the door onto the granitoid walk 
in front, Mueller fired twice, one bul- 
let striking Stoff in the head. Stoff 
fell, and Mueller leaped out of the door 
and ran down the street to the home 
of his sister, Mrs. Pauline Years, 3840 
Texas avenue. 

He threw the revolver into the yard 
of a neighbor, Mrs. Julia Enoo, 3836 
Texas avenue. He was arrested ut 
the home of his sister by the police. 

Had Never Quarreled Before. 

At the Wyoming street police station, 

where he is held, Mueller said that 
during the three years he had lived at 
the Stoff home, he and his brother-in- 
law had never before had a quarrel. Hs 
said that Stoff hit him on the chin, and 
his stepson, Otto, 21 years old, attacked 
him at the same time. He got away 
from them, he said, and went into the 
touse and got his revolver. The step- 
son fired one shot at him, he said, be- 
fore he fired at Stoff. He said he great 
ly regretted that his brother-in-law was 
dead. 

Mrs. Stoff said that she would not aid 
Mueller, who is her half-brother, be- 
cause, she insisted, he was in the wrong. 
Mueller is an ice puller at the Anheuser- 
Busch plant, and Stoff was an ice and 
cos! dealer, having his office at his rest

GOVERNOR OF PARIS HONORED 
FOR PART IN BATTLE OF MARNE 


He Is Favorably Mentioned in Of- 
ficial Journal for Facilitating 
Treop Movement. 

PARIS, Oct. 2.—The part played by 
Gen. J. S. Gallieni, Military Governor 
of Paris, in the critical events of Sep- 
tember, 1914, when the Germans were 
approaching the city, won him recog- 
nition in the way of citation in the 
army orders published in the Official 
Journal today.

These reports assert that at least 
and possibly 70 German submarines tay 
been destroyed by the new methods. 

It is also declared the British Admira“ 
ty is not only confident that it has 
crushed the German war zone campaig" 
but that, unless the submarine is mace 
more effective, it will not in the future 
prove the menace it has been to com 
merce and war fleets. 

The destruction of the fiftieth subma- 
rine was celebrated recently by Govern- 
ment officials at a dinner in London.

Discussing his theory of the husband's, 

responsibility of the wife's failure he 
says: 
„ “The American husband doesn’t make 
a partner of his wife. I’m not saying 
this is the case with every American 
husband; of course it isn’t. But I be- 
lieve the criticism holds true of a very 
large number of our marriages. It is 
especially true as applied to the younger 
generation, the men and women between 
30 and #, who belong to that largest 
group which is neither very rich nor 
very poor. 

“A Woman cannot keep on lov- 
ing a man simply because he pays 
her bills. There is the American 
husband who spends a long day 
downtown; who dines away from 
home and passes the evening at 
the club because he feels he must 
keep in touch with his business 
friends; who, if by any chance he 
does go out with his wife, is only 
half with her, the other half of 
him being still occupied with of- 
fice affairs. What does he think 
his wife is going to dot Stay at 
home and knit? Not today. It 
she’s pretty and young she’s 
more likely to be motoring with 
others and with never a thought 
of him. 

“Tt has been urged that it would 
be a good idea if more wives were 
encouraged o take up some business 
or profession of their own. The busi- 
ness in which a wife logically and 
naturally is most interested is her 
husband’s business. She ought to 
know about that. She ought to un- 
derstand his affairs as well as he 
understands them himeelf. She 
ought to be allowed to share in his 
discouragements and ald in his di- 
lemmas. 

1 firmly believe that the aver- 
age wife would much prefer to be 
‘a partner than a plaything, and 
this would always be the case if 
the husband dealt with the situa- 
tion im the right way.

Then she nags 
or wheedles until, in nine cases 
out of ten, she gets ber way and 
of course—is confirmed in her 
convictions. Utter itguorarmce of 
the husband's affairs is responst- 
ble for much feminine extrava- 
gance. 

„And why doesn't the American 
husband admit his wife to full part- 
nership?’ may be asked. 

„From a mixture of motives. There 
is a fine chivalry, a desire to make 
easy the path of the woman. There 
is a fear lest she tell his business to 
others. There is the egotistical con- 
viction that he is strong enough to 
go it alone.“ There is a certain feel- 
ing that if she takes care of his chil- 
dren his wife is doing her full duty. 

‘T’ve tried to show that she is 
harmed by too much ease and that he 
may profit by her help. I belleve the 
way to overcome any tendency to in- 
discretion 1s to cultivate a sense of 
personal responsibility by giving her 
trust and confidence. As for the 
claims of motherhood, it {s an in- 
stinct largely physical, not an in- 
tellectual interest. Being a mother 
doesn’t absolve a wife from being her 
husband's partner. 

“They do these things differ- 
ently abroad. Im England, in Ger- 
many, in France, husband and 
wife work together after a fash- 
fon which is comparatively rare 
im America. Yet sending her out 
to play alone is no way for a man 
to retain hig wife’s love. Can he 
absolve himself of responsibility 
if she finds a playmate? 

“I would keep, in the American 
marriage, American chivalry, Ameri- 
can romance,” concludes Mr. Kenyon. 
“And I would add an allowance of 
common sense—for marriage is a 
business, the strictest sort of busi- 
ness.“
